WILMINGTON — At Wed- 
nesday night’s School Com- 
mittee meeting, the commit- 
tee unanimously voted to 
move forward in the process 
of Wilmington becoming an 
Educatius partner district. 

Educatius International is 
an exchange program that 
has representation in over 50 
different countries, is made 
up sof a conglomerate of 
eight businesses with 30 
offices in 14 different coun- 
tries in 28 cities. Educatius 
works with 100 boarding 
schools, 150 private day 
schools, 150 public high 
schools in different districts, 
and over 100 public and pri- 
vate colleges and universi- 
ties throughout the country. 
Every year they’re placing 
over 8,000 students from all 
over the world attending 
Massachusetts schools. 

“I think an exchange pro- 
gram brings a lot of diversity 


within the community. From 
my past experience, we’ve 
had this program up and run- 
ning in my past district for 
six years and it’s been 
extremely successful. A lot 
of the students get involved 
in athletics, they get involved 
in theater, they get involved 
in art, and the connections 
between students is truly 
incredible. So it’s worth it, I 
think, in all of those different 
areas,” said Assistant Super- 
intendent Sean Gallagher, 
who has previously worked 
with the Educatius program 
in Beverly. 

Educatius is a very safe ex- 
change program because it 
is run through Homeland 
Security. The exchange stu- 
dents would be coming to 
Wilmington for a 10 month 
period, and they would need 
to have a Visa to match that 
time period.

DeLai out as 
superintendent of schools 
following OUI revelations

WILMINGTON - In the early hours 
of Sunday morning, the Town Crier 
broke the news that Superintendent 
Mary DeLai was arrested on Aug. 25 
for operating a motor vehicle while 
intoxicated. With the eyes of the 
media already on the town following 
the controversy surrounding 
Wilmington High School teacher 
Anthony Altieri being allowed back 


into the classroom after his own 
arrest for domestic assault, the town 
was immediately gripped with the 
question of what would happen next. 
The answer came late Monday 
night, following an emergency exec- 
utive session convened at the Roman 
House involving DeLai and the 
school committee. After sitting in 
session for several hours, they 
emerged with an official statement: 
Mary DeLai was resigning as 
Superintendent of Wilmington 
Public Schools, curtailing what had

once promised to be a long and ben- 
eficial relationship between the 
administrator and the town after 
only 27 months. 

"I would like to address the unfortu- 
nate controversy surrounding the 
events of recent days," DeLai said. "I 
apologize and take responsibility for 
my decisions. I regret the disappoint- 
ment that I have caused my family, 
friends, colleagues, and members of 
this community. I also apologize for

Be wary of IRS 
impersonators

Tax scammers work year- 
round; they don’t take a 
break for the holidays. 
Marilyn Sanford of Tewks- 
bury, a tax preparer and 
Enrolled Agent, urges tax- 
payers to stay vigilant 
against calls from scammers 
impersonating the IRS. Here 
are several tips to help you 
avoid being a victim: 
Seams use scare tactics. 
These fraudsters, posing as 
IRS agents, demand that you 
pay a bogus tax bill and try 
to intimidate and bully you 
into sending cash, usually 
through a prepaid debit card 
or wire transfer. They make 
threats, often threatening 
you with arrest or deporta- 
tion, or they say they’ll take 
away your driver’s license if 
you don’t send them money. 
They may also leave “urg- 
ent” callback requests, some- 
times through phone “robo- 
calls.” 

Scams spoof caller ID. 
Scammers often alter caller 
ID. numbers to make it look 
like the IRS or another agen- 
cy is calling. The callers use 
IRS titles and fake badge 
numbers to appear legiti- 
mate. They may use online 
resources to get your name, 
address, and other details 
about your life, in order to 
make the call sound official. 

Scams use phishing email 
and regular mail. Scammers 
copy official IRS letterhead 
to use in email or regular 
mail they send to their in- 
ténded victims. In another 
variation, schemers provide 
ah-actual IRS address where 
they'll tell you to mail a 
receipt for the payment. 
This makes the scheme look 
official. 

Scams cost victims over $38 
million. The Treasury In- 
spector General for Tax 
Administration, or TIGTA, 
has received reports of more 
than one million contacts 
since October 2013. TIGTA is 
also aware of more than 6,700 
victims who have collectively 
reported over $38 million in 
financial losses as a result of 
tax scams. Since the begin- 


ning of 2016, the IRS has seen 
a 400 percent increase in 
phishing schemes. According 
to IRS Commissioner John 
Koskinen, “These schemes 
touch people in every part of 
the country and in every 
walk of life. It’s a growing 
list of people who’ve encoun- 
tered these. I’ve even gotten 
these calls myself.” 

Taxpayers should know 
that the IRS will never do 
the following: 

° Call to demand immedi- 
ate payment over the phone; 
nor will the agency call 
about taxes owed without 
first having mailed you sev- 
eral bills. 

¢ Call or email you to veri- 
fy your identity by asking for 
personal and financial infor- 
mation. 

e Demand that you pay 
taxes without giving you the 
opportunity to question or ap- 
peal the amount the agen- 
cy Says you owe. 

e Require you to use a spe- 
cific payment method for 
your taxes, such as a prepaid 
debit card. 

e Ask for your credit or deb- 
it card number over the 
phone or via email. 

e Threaten to immediately 
bring in local police or other 
law-enforcement groups to have 
you arrested for not paying. 

If you don’t owe taxes, or 
have no reason to believe 
that you do, and you receive 
a phone call from someone 
claiming to be from the IRS, 
you should do the following: 

¢ Do not give out any infor- 
mation. Hang up immediately. 

e Contact TIGTA to report 
the call. Use its https:// 
www.treasury. gov/tigta/con- 
tact_report_scam.shtmIRS 
Impersonation Scam Re- 
porting web page. You can 
also call (800) 366-4484. 

Report it to the Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC). Use 
the https://www,ftccomplain- 
tassistant.gov FTC Complaint 
Assistant on ftc.gov. Add “IRS 
Telephone Scam” in the notes. 

If you know you owe, or 
think you may owe taxes, 
call the IRS at 800-829-1040. 
IRS employees can help you 
if you do owe taxes.

For the exchange students, 
it’s step one to review and 
select a school. Wilmington 
High School will need to cre- 
ate a profile, and the students 
would go into Educatius cata- 
log and look at that, and if 
Wilmington peaked their 
interest, they would inquire 
through Educatius. 

For the school selection, 
the student would choose the 
district; they would set up a 
pre-application together with 
their transcripts and their 
English test scores, so in 
that profile the school can 
determine their English pro- 
ficiency. If there is availabil- 
ity at the school, they would 
move on from there. 

Step two: the full applica- 
tion is reviewed by Edu- 
catius and any additional 
questions can be asked for 
confirmation of details, and 
the application is submitted 
to the school. If the student 
is accepted by the school, 
they will receive an accept- 
ance letter via email and an 
invoice is issued. 

The next steps of moving 
forward for Wilmington to be 
an approved school district 
would take six to 12 months. 
To get the whole process 
approved, in the beginning 
the I-17 application must be 
completed for Wilmington to 
become an I-20 school. The 
cost of the application is a 
one-time fee of $1,700 and 
that begins the application 
process for 2016. Then the 
Educatius representatives 
would come out to Wilming- 
ton, they would tour the 
school, they would meet with 
a lot of different people, and 
that’s a one-time fee of $650 
bringing the total fee to 
$2,350. 

Because this program is run 
through Homeland Security, 
it’s a little different than hav- 
ing school exchange pro- 
grams, so the benefit for the 
host families for hosting this 
exchange student is a month- 
ly stipend of $700 to help sup- 
port the food, the travel, and 
all of that. For the district, 
Educatius and the students 
who come into Wilmington 


Public Schools, they would be 
the same pure people expen- 
diture. Right now its $15,000 if 
they came to Wilmington 
Public Schools, so _ they 
wouldn’t be taking resources, 
they would pay for those 
resources just like everyone 
else who would be a part of 
the school system. 

One of the biggest benefits 
of the program is the con- 
nections that students will 
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make. 

“Sometimes they do go 
back for holidays, and some- 
times they take our students 
with them because they form 
a connection. We’ve had stu- 
dents go to Germany, Brazil, 
Italy, like a vacation, you 
know. There are some bene- 
fits all around, but when you 
see the connections of the 
students, it’s amazing,” said 
Gallagher.

not disclosing this informa- 
tion myself, but it has been a 
difficult time for me and my 
loved ones, one that we had 
hoped to deal with privately.

DeLai was joined in the an- 
nouncement by the entire 
school committee. 

School Committee Vice 
Chairperson Stephen Bjork 
and the committee read 
their official statement. 

"At approximately 2 p.m. on 
Thursday, Sept. 29, Julie Brou- 
ssard, our chairperson, re- 
ceived a call from Superin- 
tendent DeLai," Bjork said. 
"Based on. that conversation, 
and the continuing conversa- 
tion this evening, Ms. DeLai 
has decided to tender her resig- 
nation. The school committee 
has decided to accept her resig- 
nation. On behalf of the com- 
mittee, I would like to thank

Bjork went on to state the 
school committee would im- 
mediately begin searching 
for an interim superintendent 
to keep the schools running 
while a full-time replacement 
was sought. Neither DeLai 
nor the school committee 
members took questions fol- 
lowing the joint statements. 

Since the Town Crier broke 
the news over the weekend, 
additional information regar- 
ding DeLai's arrest and the 
town administration's aware- 
ness of it has come to light. 

According to state police 
records, DeLai was pulled 
over in the evening of Aug. 
25, following a 911 call from a 
concerned driver reporting 
an erratic driver nearly col- 
liding with other vehicles. 
DeLai, described as having 
slurred speech and bloodshot 
eyes, blew a .19 on the 
Breathalyzer test, more than 
twice the legal limit. State 
officers also found an empty 
wine bottle in DeLai's car. 

As a first time’ offender, 
DeLai's license was suspend- 
ed for 45 days, she was obli- 
gated to complete multiple 
driver education programs 
and was placed on parole for 
a year. 

What remains unknown is 
who in school and town ad- 
ministration knew about 
DeLai's arrest, and when 
they knew about it. 

As reported in the Wil- 
mington Apple, shortly after 
the news of DeLai's arrest 
began to spread, Town Mana- 
ger Jeffrey Hull's office put 
out a statement informing 
the town that Hull was first 
notified by an anonymous 
source on Thursday, Sept. 29. 

"Upon receiving the report, 
the Town Manager contacted 
Superintendent DeLai, Town 
Counsel John Foskett, and 
the Board of Selectmen Chair 
Judy O’Connell," the state- 
ment read.

Attempts by the Town Crier 
to seek further comment from 
Hull proved unsuccessful, 

Prior to these revelations, 
DeLai's position was already 
under fire from some within 
the town following her. deci- 
sion to allow Anthony Altieri 
to continue to teach at the 
Wilmington High School. fol- 
lowing his arrest for the 
alleged battery of a domestic 
partner. Altieri admitted. to 
police that he had struck the 
alleged victim, who was hos- 
pitalized with major injuries 
to the face, but maintained 
that she had become violent 
first. Altieri was briefly sus- 
pended with pay following the 
incident, but was shortly 
thereafter restated into. the 
classroom. At the time, DeLai 
stated that the decision, was 
made after weighing Altieri's 
long record with the school, 
and citing the precedence gt 
the legal system. 

When asked to clarify the 
decision-making process re- 
sulting in Altieri's reinstate- 
ment to the classroom, DeLai 
declined to comment. 

While some students and al- 
umni took up Altieri's -cause, 
many others took to -social 
media to lambast the schools 
and DeLai. A Change.org:peti- 
tion calling for a vote of no con- 
fidence in DeLai's abilities 
reached well over 200 signa- 
tures. 

With DeLai now out of of: 
fice, divided opinions have 
been voiced. 

"She did the right thing,’ 
wrote one person on»Face- 
book. "No, her mistake does 
not define her but she recog- 
nizes her position and did 
what she needed to do. She 
will rebound just fine." 

"Glad she made the right 
decision. Zero tolerance is 
zero tolerance for all!" wrote 
another. 

And still another summed 
up the whole sad affair with 
one question: "Does one's 
worst moment define them?"

WILMINGTON - Last year 
as.a junior, Kayla McCauley

Wingate competes for US National 
Under-16 team and then nets two for ‘Cats 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - In five 
months, Wilmington High 
School junior Olivia Wingate 
has seen more of the world 
than many adults. She has 
also competed against the 
world's best soccer players, 
and she's just 16 years old. 
Wingate just came back 
from a two-week plus trip to 
Amsterdam where she com- 
peted once again as a call- 
up on the US National 
Under-16 girls' soccer team. 
In May she played in a tour- 
nament in Italy, scoring a 
goal in the team's game 

against Mexico. 

This time, she played in all 
three games of this tourna- 
ment, first a 3-3 tie with the 
Under-17 Netherlands team, 
followed by a scoreless tie 
against PTO-Amsterdam 
team and then a 2-0 win over 
PTO-Hindhoven. Although 
she didn't score any goals in 
the three games, she logged 
a lot of minutes, including 
playing the entire 90-min- 
utes in the second game. 

“T think I did really good in 
both (tournaments), but the 
(tournament in May) I did 
better finishing my 
chances,” she said after 
returning to the WHS Girls’ 
team Monday night and 
scoring two goals in the 
team's 5-1 win over Beverly. 
“I'm definitely going to go 
back and refine my shooting 
and my overall technical 
skills.” 

In the first game of the 
tournament, the United 
States had leads of 1-0 and 3- 
1 before the Netherlands 
team struck back scoring 
the game's final two goals. 
Wingate played in about half 
of that contest, as a striker. 

“Our first game was really 
good. I think our shape was 
a little off,” she said. “We 


were passing really well out 
there but our connections 
were a little bit off up front 
so our defense stepped up. 
We worked on that a lot dur- 
ing the week (before the 
first game).” 

After that, the US played 
the two games to finish out 
the tournament to finish at 
1-0-2. 

Besides the three games, 
Wingate said she and the 
rest of the team were able to 
explore the Netherlands. 

“That was just awesome 
and just unbelievable to be 
out there,” she said. “It was 
so different and so good to 
get all of the culture in. (The 
team) did a really good job 
of letting us take it all in. We 
went out to Amsterdam 
downtown for half of a day. 
It was really fun. When I got 
there I was like 'oh my God 
I'm in the Netherlands' and 
it was just crazy and it was 
just mind-blowing.” 

While she was sight-seeing 
in the Netherlands, 
Wingate's Wilmington High 
teammates kept winning 
and never forgot their team- 
mate. In fact, the players 
formed a U-S-A picture on 
the Frank Kelley Track 
pavement, and Tweeted it to 
their friend. 

“I missed them so much 
and I always do when I'm at 
camp,” she said. “They are 
just so supportive. They had 
USA on their arms, and they 
did a team picture with the 
USA pose and all of that 
means so much to me. It's 
just great coming back here 
to them. I see them online 
(when I'm gone) and I just 
feel like I want to be there 
with them, but I also want to 
be with the USA team so it is 
tough.” 

Last year Wingate scored 
12 goals for the Wildcats in 
about a half of a season 
after coming back from a 


broken leg. In the first four 
games of this season she 
had 3 goals and 3 assists 
before leaving for camp. In 
her first game back with the 
"Cats on Monday, she scored 
two goals, showing off that 
phenomenal speed which 
created so many scoring 
opportunities. 

“Olivia is just so good 
going to feet, especially 
inside the (‘18 yard box); 
said head coach Sue Hendee. 

In the 14th minute, 
Wingate split two defenders 
before going in alone and 
poking the ball to the far 
corner giving Wilmington 
the 1-0 lead. 

She then added her second 
tally in the fourth minute of 
the second half when she 
took on a defender 1-on-1; 
before shifting to the middle 
of the field and blasting ‘a 
shot to the far right side, 
making it a 3-1 game at the 
time.

WAKEFIELD - There have 


been some memorable 
games through the years for 
the Wilmington High 


Football team, -but last 
Friday night's 26-0 drubbing 
at the hands of Middlesex 
League Freedom Division 
rival Wakefield at rainy 
‘Landrigan Field will cer- 
tainly be one that the 
Wildcats will try and forget 
as quickly as possible. 

The Wildcats struggled to 
get anything going offen- 
sively all night long, totaling 
only 84 yards of total 
offense, and were also vic- 
timized by several big plays 
by the Warriors, who scored 
on plays of 76, 56 and 60 
yards on their way to the 
victory. 

The loss dropped the 
Wildcats record on the sea- 
son to 1-3 overall and 0-2 in 
the Middlesex Freedom 
Division, while Wakefield 
improved to 2-2 (2-0). 

Five turnovers contributed 
to the Wildcats offensive 
woes, as three different 
Wilmington players threw 
for a combined four inter- 
ceptions, while they also lost 
one fumble.

Wakefield extended their

-Mike Lucey to senior wide 
receiver Carmen Sorrentino 
-on a third and 22 play. 
On the play prior to the 
“touchdown, a bad snap had 

sailed over Lucey's head, 
putting the Warriors in a 
dire situation, but Lucey hit 
Sorrentino with a pass just 
over the line of scrimmage 
and the speedy receiver 
eluded and out raced 
Wilmington defenders all 
the way to the end zone to 
extend the lead to 13-0 after 
the blocked extra point with 


4:20 left in the half. 

Wilmington coach Mike 
Barry was frustrated by his 
team's slow start, as well as 
the Warriors converting on 
big plays. 

“Obviously we are disap- 
pointed with the score, but 
I'm more disappointed with 
pattern," Barry said. "We 
are not coming out ready to 
play and the other team is 
playing full speed at the 
start of the game and we’re 
not. It has happened two 
weeks in a row, maybe three 
out of four weeks. Then we 
kind of settle in and start 
playing better, but then we 
give up big plays, like on 
third-and-22. We as coaches 
need to do a better job of 
making sure we are ready to 
go from the start." 

The Wildcats best chance 
of the first half came late in 
the first quarter when they 
drove to the Wakefield 19- 
yard line before turning the 
ball over on downs.
